wearied by the labor. In this connection I might state that in the way of 
fox bounds there are half u dozen packs owned here in the city, one pack 
of which, owned by Mr. J. W. Alley, are said to be the finest and keenest 
in the State, as an illustration of which fad I need only state that on a re¬ 
cent chase one or two of them “ took " a trail known to be eighteen hours 
old, and followed it, making a day of splendid sport for their followers 
Generally, however, ns I mentioned before, the “birds" are imported from 
the countiy districts, where they are trapped at Ihc den, and cost, laid 
down here, about five dollars each, and at that rate, one man living at t'en- 
trcville, Hickman county, proposes to supply the hunters with all they de¬ 
sire to chase, and in his letter guarantees each and all to be sound and 
" lively.” As yet the chases have not resulted in any biviken limbs or 
heads to the hunters, from the fact that fences are not over five or six rails 
high, and ditches not over four feet wide, and in nearly all eases ihere is a 
convenient gate or pair of "bars” to the former ami a neat little bridge to 
the latter, and then you know the horses are not yet, in this section, edu¬ 
cated to jumping, but in due course of lime, with the amateur chasers, will 
have an idea of the beauty of a ten foot ditch or an eight rail fence, and 
likely will then apiireciate a first-cla.ss chase, more fully, perhaps, than did 
the guest of Davy Ib-ockett, when the latter individual had his abode in 
Middle Tennessee, years ago, ns the story goes, and from where he invited 
an Eastern gentleman to visit him, and upon his arrival could think of no 
better method of entertainment than to give him a fox chase, w hicli he did, 
his " pack" soon starting a lively red animal some distance from the hunt¬ 
ers, who took their stand upon a hill and wailed, the dogs in the meantime 
coming nearer and nearer, until their loud baying could be plainly heard, 
when old Davy, abno.sl wild with excitement, asked his guest if “that 
wasn’t splendid music—meaning the baying of the hound.s—and gelling no 
reply, repeated Ibe (|Uestion, when his guest placed his hand to the back of 
his car and listened attentively a moment, declaring that he “couldn’t 

hear any music for the d-d noise the dogs made.” Davy was satisfied, 

and so will our hunters be. Yours,

GAME PROTECTION Sf,. PIGEON SNOOTING. 

To Thk Emrou ok Tiik Fiklu : Dear Sir .—When I behold the fruits of 
its labors, my pride in Ihc Illinois State Sportsmen's A.ssoeialioti is not very 
great. 

Its objects as defined by our constitution is, among other tilings, for the 
enforcement of the game laws. Have we done it V I answer emphatically 
no. Did we make an effort to do it ? Not that any one has evsr heard of. 
It is true that a few persona w bo happened to be members of this associa¬ 
tion did, on their own responsibility, altem])l to enforce the laws, but I 
have not known of a single in.slamai where the As.soeintiun itself made a 
move in that direction. Was there anything done in our annual meeting 
to carry out this object of our organization f Nothing—and Ihc only thing 
that, was said on Ihc subject was in the luhlre.ss of President liCMoyne, 
which I am glad to say was replete with valuable suggestions on this point, 
hut they were not aided ui«jn. We hadn't lime. We hurried Ihroiigh the 
election of officers and paying dues in about two hours lime, and the re¬ 
mainder of the Terr/'was spent in—what f Was it in “promoting friendly 
intercourse and generous emulation among sport.smcn*" It is true lliere 
was intercourse and emulation, but was the intercourse among sportsmen ! 
And was the emulation i'rHr/r«r.^ Again I may safely answer no., for no 
one, who was acquainted with the participants in the several contests can 
help but acknowledge that nine-tenths of them were profe.ssionals at the 
business or gamblers. That nine-tenths had no more interest in the pro¬ 
tection of game than the veriest |>ot hunter. They only joined the Asso¬ 
ciation that they might be permitted to compete for the medals and prizes 
offered by the A.s.socialion, for which the funds of the Association were ex¬ 
pended, and eveu more, and the deficiency has been made up by assess¬ 
ments, not upon the professionals \\ni\gamblers who should have paiil it, but 
upon such members of the Association as derived no sort of benefit from 
\ it but who nevertheless paid up like men. In short our Association has so 

far been run in the interests of gamblers and profcssionids and not for the 
purposes for which it was originally propo.sed. If wc are going to make 
this A.ssuciation what it was iutcuded to be we must make some radical 
changes in our management of its busine.ss. Wc have to overcome a very 
strong oiUHisitiou by the owners of the soil to all game laws. And every 
body who has ever tried it knows that it is no common opposition but it is 
l>eraiatent and determined, and requires more than an ordinary effort to in¬ 
sure success. When we enforce a law which prohibits their killing game 
which they have raised and fattened they very naturally feel a spirit of re¬ 
bellion. We cannot overcome this by slaughtering several thousand 
pigeons at Dexter Park. That sacrifice will not expiate what they consider 


to be a greatoutrage. The giving away of the Association fundsin medals 
and prizes for the best professional trap shot or gamblers will never get us 
one step nearer that much desired state of affairs where Ihc interests of 
sportsmen and landowners are identical and ihcic relations harmonious.

THE INDIANA WNA T IS IT. 


Many [teoplc at a distance, and even a few citizens of our own county, 
arc disposed to regard all accounts of the wild animal In tills vicinity as 
mere buncombe, and disdain to believe there is anything larger or more 
dangerous than a timber wolf. Notwithstanding the assertion of credible 
witnesses that they have seen a large animal, unlike anything common to 
this section, and that ealvef, hogs, and colts have been slaughtcied, and in 
some instances eaten entirely up, these wiseacres affect to ridicule the idea 
that the animal making these forays upon stock is either a padthcr or a 
lioness. But evidences arc multiplying whitdi go to prove beyond a doubt 
that there is oue or more ravenous beasts of pry, far more powerful and 
dcHlructivc than a wolf hereabouts, and unless is soon killed the public may 
be shocked by a recital of the sad, si.okcning details of the loss of life liy 
this blookthirsty prowler. This much by way of iirefacC. Now for details: 

Early last Saturday morning, near A. Boswell's bouse, seven miles west 
of Fowler, a large 3-year old steer was found lying on Ihc ground, with a 
big piece of flesh eaten out of its right thigh, and the marks of the ani¬ 
mal's claws on both flanks, ane also on the right side. On Sunday >icssrs. 
North and Green, accompanied by Mr. Webb aud Denny Sullivan, went 
to the_ locality of the attack. They found the steer still alive, but .Mr. 
Webb immediately shot it. Before they look its hide off, the cavity made 
in its body by the panther was measured and found to be llj inches long. 
7 inches wide, 8 inches deep. The steer belonged to Mr. Teinplelou, and 
weighod 1,100 and 1,300 pound.s. 

Me learn that in the above and adjacent neighborhood, Ibe people do 
not venture out a night e.xcepi upon urgent business, and that some farmers 
find it difficult to hire men to huskesrn, on account of Ibe presence of Hie 
lioness in Ibe country west of here. Women and children Slav closely at 
home for fear of being gobbled up; and when ihc shades of night an' 
spread o'er the world, the boys find that there is no iilace on earth so dear 
as “home, sweet home.”

A TTACKED BY A MENA TEE. 


Both the Indian and St. Lucia rivers arc filled with a coai-sS rank grass, 
which takes root at a depth of twenty or thirty feet, and rises to the sur¬ 
face. ,It is called menatce gra.ss, because it is eaten by the wonderful nien- 
atee or sea-cow. Florida is the only spot in the North American continent 
where this animal is found. It is aniiihibious and bervivcrou.s, and weiglis 
from eight hundred to two thou.saud pounds. It suckles its young, and lias 
a head like a seal, a nose like a cow, flippers like a sea-lion, and a tail like 
a whale. Such is the dc.scription of those who have seen it. Of immense 
strength, when at bay it can knock a boat to pieces. Tlie body is power¬ 
fully built. The hones are like iron, and the ribs are short, thick and lieavv, 
luul as white as ivory. The menatce is very .shy. Once in a while oiic'is 
shot. Several have licen netted. One was captured a year ago, and taken 
to Savannah alive, but he died within a few months. The meat is eaten bv 
the people livingon the Upper Indian Uiver, and is said to be sweet anil 
palatable. Indians arc extremely fond of it. 

While on the way up from Lake Worth, Moore atid Ilanimotid had a nar¬ 
row escaiic from a menatec. They were sailing at twilight in one of the 
sluggi.sh and tortuous lagoons leadiug to the everglades. M'hilc rounding 
an abrupt curec in a mangiove swamp, they startled a iiienalee. The iiion- 
sler was sleejiing tinder some low branches. Thiukiug itself cornered, it 
made a rush for the boat. Fortunately the water w as deep, and it slqipeil 
under the bow. Its back, however, scraped the keel, and the craft was 
lifted from the water. The menatce lashed the waves with its tail, barely 
missing the bout, and raised such a swell, that she half filled with water. 
The pale-faced men baled her out, and continued her journey. 

Vears ago an Indian River hunter was caught in a similar fix. The sky 
was overcast, and the night very dark. A friglitcned menatce shattered his 
bout, aud she went to the bottom. The hunter cauglit the boughs of the 
over hanging mangroves, and tried to pull liimself ashore, but was barred 
by a network of roots. All night long he clung to tbe. mangroves. Clouds 
of mosquitoes and sund-fiies surrounded him, and he sull'ered almost intol¬ 
erable tortures. At daylight he managed to get into the swamp, and after 
incredible hardships, be worked his way to a point opposite .lupiter light, 
where he made bim.self heard, and was l•cscucd.—/'/a//</,/ Letter to-the sVeto 
York Sttn.

Many people at a distance, and even a few citizens of our own county, 
are disposed to regard all iiccouota of the wild aaiuial Ip this vicinity us 
mere buncombe, and disdain to believe there is anything larger or more 
dangerous than a limber wolf. Notwithstanding the assertion of credible 
witnesses that they have seen a large animal, unlike an^hlng common to 
this section, and that calvef, hogs, and colts have been slai^htered, and in 
some instances eaten entirely up, these wiseacres atfecl to ridicule the idea 
that the animal making these forays upon stock is either a padthcr or n 
lioness. But evidences are multiplying which go to prove beyond a doul)t 
that there is one or more ravenous neasts of prey, far more i»werful and 
destructive than a wolf hereabouts, and unless is soon killed the public may 
be shocked by a recital of the sad, slakening details of the loss of life by 
this blookthirsty prowler. This much by way of preface. Now for details: 

Early last Saturday morning, near A. Boswelrs house, seven miles west 
of Fowler, a large 8-year old steer was found lying on the ground, with a 
big piece of flesh eaten out of ita light thigh, and the marks of the ani¬ 
mals claws on both flanks, ane also on the right side. On Sunday Messrs. 
North and Green, accompanied by Mr. Webb and Denny Sullivan, went 
to the locality of the attack. They found the steer still alive, but Mr. 
Webb Immediately shot it. Before they took its hide off, the cavity made 
in its body by the panther was measured and found to be Ilf inches long. 
7 Inches wide, 8 inches deep. The steer belonged to Mr. Templeton, anil 
weighod 1,100 and 1,!^ [lounds.

Both the Indian and 8t. Lucia rivers are filled with a coarse rank grass, 
which takes root at a depth of twenty or thirty feet, and rises to the sur¬ 
face. It is called menatee grass, because it is eaten bv the wonderful men- 
atee or sea-cow. Florida is the only spot in the North American continent 
where this animal is found. It is amphibious and herviverous, and weighs 
from eight hundred to two thousand pounds. It suckles its young, and has 
a head Rke a seal, a nose like a cow, flippers like a sea-lion, and a tail like 
a whale. Such is the description of those who have seen it. Of immense 
strength, when at bay it can knock a boat to pieces. The body is power¬ 
fully built. The bones are like iron, and the ribs are short, thick and heavy, 
and’us white as ivory. The menutee is very shy. Once in a while one is 
shot, ^veral have been netted. One was captured « year ago, and taken 
to Savannah alive, but he died within a few months. The meat is eaten by 
the people living on the Upper Indian River, and is said to be sweet and 
palatable. Indians arc extremely fond of it. 

While on the way up from Lake Worth, Moore and Hammond had a nar¬ 
row escape from a menatee. They were sailing at twilight in one of the 

S lab and tortuous lagoons leitaing to the everglades. While rounding 
nipt curve in a mangrove swamp, they startled a menatee. The mon¬ 
ster was sleeping under some low brunches. Thinking itself comered, it 
made a rush for the boat. Fortunately the water was deep, and it slipped 
under the bow. Its buck, however)- scraped the keel, and the craft was 
lifted from the water. The menatee lashed the waves with its tail, barely 
missing the boat, and raised such a swell, that she half filled with water. 
The |)me-faced men baled her out, and continued her journey. 

Years ago an Indian River hunter was caught in a similar fix. The sky 
was overcast, and the night very dark. A frightened menatee shattered his 
boat, and she went to the bottom. Tbe hunter caught the boughs of the 
over-banging mangroves, and tried to pull himself ashore, but was barred 
by a network of roots. All night long he clung to the mangroves. Clouds 
01 mosquitoes and sand-flies surrounded him, and be suflered almost intol- 
erable tortures. At daylight he managed to get into the swamp, and after 
incredible hardships, he worked his way to a point opposite Jupiter light, 
where he made himself heard, and was rescued.— Fhtiiia letter lo the New 
York Sun.

DOMINION OF CANADA RULES FOR PIGEON SHOOTllxG. 

COMPrLRD BY .TAMES WAKD, CHAMPION SHOT. 

Single Bird Shooiing. 

Rule I.—Before a match commences, a scorer, a trapper, a puller, two 
umpires, and one referee must be chosen ; each party must choose an um¬ 
pire ; the referee to be chosen by the umpires. Each party may also ap¬ 
point a separate puller, or they may both agree to the same puller. 

RP 1 .E IT—All disputes to be settled by the umpires, and, in case they 
cannot agree, the decision of the referee to be final. 

Ruue ni.— The charge of shot shall not exceed one and a half ounces ; 
the gun to be loaded in the presence of the umpires and referee, from tne 
same charcer, except in the case of brecch-loadera, when t^he referee may 
open one or more cartridges to ascertain if the charge of shot is correct. 

Hple IV.—All matches shall be shot from H and T ground traps, h\ e 
yards apart, twenty-one yaids rise, and eighty yaids boundary. 

^ Hri.E V.—Each competitor must hold himself in readiness, and come to 
the foot-mark on his name being called by the scorer -, it being at the dis¬ 
cretion of the umpires and referee as to whether an absentee may be per¬ 
mitted to shoot after the lapse of ten minutes from the time he is called to 

*^Rcu: VI.—After the shooter has taken his stand at the foot-mark, he js 
not to level his gun or raise the butt end above his elbow until the bird is 
on the wing; on any competitor infrinmng this rule, the bird will be scored 
against him ns a lost bird, whether he kilfs it or not. 

Rule VII—If the traps be pulled, or the bird released before, or at the 
time of the signal, the shooter lo have the option of culling no bird, and 
refusing to shoot, but if he shoots, the bird shall be deemed a fair one, and 
scored for or against him as the result may be. 

Rple VIII.—If, after the trap is pulled, the bird does not rise in one min¬ 
ute, the referee shall call “ no biixland if the bird runs three yards from 
the trap, the referee shall likewise give the shooter another bird. 

Rule IX.—If the shooter advances beyond the footmark or snoots at the 
bird on the trap or on the ground before it rises, it will be wored agatost 
him as a lost bird, whether he kills it or not. A bird must be shot when 
on the wing, in single bird shootin, with the use of one barrel only, lo score 

after giving the signal '‘Pull," the gun should be found 
uncapped, without a tube, or improperly loaded, or if ihe^hooier, through 
negligence, is unable to fire and the bird flies away, it will he scorea agamst 

I'^ase of a miss-fire, through the cap or tube not exploding 
or failing to ignite the charge, or other accidental 

tributed to the shooter’s negligence, he may call no bird and claim 

““r^^ XU.—Whether "dead bird" or "lost bird," must decided, in 
eveiy case, during the snatch by the umpire, and in case of dispute the de¬ 
cision of the referee to be final. , , in ^lan. 

Rule XIH.—A bird must be pul in both traps before the toss. In pl^ 
ing the traps, the shooters shall place them so that the wind and sun shall 
be at their back as near as possible. i,» 

Rule XTV.—If a bird should fly towards any person so that it would be 
dangerous to shoot, the referee may rive the shooter another bird. 

R^ XY.—If any party should wilfully interrupt or interfere with the 
shooter at the time be is snooting at a biro, and be should miss, he may cril 
" no bird,” and the referee, if he thinks proper, may give him another bird.

This is almost a paraphrase u|Km " the hairs of your head ur- 
all numhered," where it lieeomos iicee.ssary lo number the trees ; but, we 
must leave the subject of limhrr waste for a future article and return lo 
game ami tish. 

Foreign eininiries have gone miieh farther I ban we have in ihe mailer 
of legislation ubon tbissuhjeet. Our limits aix- fur specialseasuus, and but 
little beed paid lo them, at tliat; to be sure, men are not often so giussly 
careless as lo ofter game for sale out of seasou, but this country is too 
sparsely settled even yet, for game laws lo secure sueli attention as they 
should, t'oiisider what Ihe ditl’eronee would be, if Illinois, with its area 
of .m,(RII) sipiare miles, contained Ihe impulation of England ; and, if with 
this vast increase in mimber.s a pro|)ortion of men, such as holds now, 
slioultl lie iiiellued lo gR'iify sporting propensities, we should he compelled 
lo introduce the stringent game laws existing in England, France and Ocr- 
mmty, wliieh would he terribly ehatlng to our native sovereigns. How 
would lliey like lo lie i-ompelled to pay for a lieen.se lo do a little shooting 
or lisliing, ami la-sulijeeled lo every little aimoyimee lliat tally .a jictty 
ottleial can originate 7 Vet lliis is wlinl it must t-ome lo in time, unless a 
permanent mialeraliou ensues.
